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STRONG CONVENTION PROGR? 





Enclosed with this Bulletin, is the program of our Seventh Annual 
Meeting. Special attention is directed to certain topics. 


The discussion of “A liodel Paving Program for a City of Twenty 
Thousand” will be opened up by four fiftieen-minute papers by technical experts 
of the leading feving groups, to be followed by questions and enswers. In 
his talk on "New Methods of Fire Prevention" Mr. George B. Muldauer, gencral 
agent of the Underwriters Laboratory, which is conducted by National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, will give special attention to the importance of laboratory 
work to fire protection. Monday afternoon the program closes with a dis- 
cussion on "Practical Budget Procedure." Mr. C. E. Righ or, the chicf speaker, 
is a momber of the steff of the Vetroit Bureau of Governmental Resoarch, and 
is considcored an cuthority on municipal budgets. 


Monday cvcening will be devoted to "City Planning” and £11 of the 
spenkors are lenders in their ficld. At least one of the talks will be 
illustrated by lantern slidcs. 


At the Tuesday morning session, the papcr "Sourecs of City 
Revemec" by Wayne D. Heydccker, research director of the Amer. City Buresu, 
is probably the most complete and authoritative roport on this subject 
that has yct been compiled. 


The round table discussions led b: city managers, arc certain to 
bring out many valucble points. 


On Tucsday aftcrnoon, the first subject is "Combatting Vonerceal 
Diseases= W. D. Riley, regional consultant of the Unitod States Service, 
has been deputed by Surgeon General Bluc to ovtline the government's mothod 
of cooperation. 


Lawrence Veiller, socrotary of the National Housing &ssociation, 
has recently returned from Eurone, where he has made « careful study of 
housing conditions. His address on "Model Building Codcs end Housing Laws" 
should be of especial valuc. 


‘Then there will be a discussion of public recreation. Every city 
manager will be asked to state what is being done in his city to promote 
public recreation. 
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The convention dinner Tucsday cvening will be the most cnjoyable 
session of all. In addition to the spcakors listed, it is anticipated that 
Mir. Charles BE. Ashburncr, city managcr of Norfolk, Va. and Col. Honry Nl. 
Waite, former manager of Dayton, Ohio, will spcak. The program will be 
concluded by an instructive "monic" talk on motor trucks. 


There is evidence of an unusually large attendance. Invitctions 
have been mailed to the Mayors and Councilmen of all citics operating under 
the mannger plan, and to the Mayors and Councilmen, and Chamber of Commcrce 
secretarics and directors of all citics in Ohio, Indinns, Kontucky, cand Vcst 
Virginia, whethcr they have the menoger plan or not. Already acceptances 
have been reccived from as far wost as Phocnix, Arizon-=; and os far south 
os Florida. 


"P. Ro" LOSES AND WINS 





The Supreme Count of Michigan has handed down «= decision dec- 
laring that the proportion-l represent:.tion fenturc of the Knlamnazoo charter 
is in conflict with the state constitution. This at once raises the question 
a8 to the status of the present city council of Kalamazoo. It has not yct 
been announced whcther this council will be considered the do facto govern- 
ment «nd its actions validated, or whether the present council will cbdicate 
in favor of the council in office under the old iorm of governmcnt. Opinion 
scems to be divided, but there is every evidence th:.t Kalamazoo will con- 
tinue to operate under the manger plan, as the clauscs found unconcstitut- 
ional do not invalidate other scctions of the chartcr. 


At Ashtabula, Ohio, proportional representation was endorsed by 
the defeat of proposed charter amendments, November 2nd, designed to abolish 
this plan of voting and, incidentally, to abolish the position of city 
manager as now effective.

Walter Washnbaugh was appointed city m-ancger 
in September to succced Shelton S. Fife. He is the city’s manager since 
the plan was established by ordinancc, August 1913.

The postage bill of the City Managers’ Association for the month 
of Octobor was {£91.17. This is the largcst cmount paid out during any one 
month since the Association was organized. It is nearly five times the total 
anmu.] bill for »vostage and express paid by the Association during the year 
1917. The secretar: wrote more than 1000 lctters, mailed out nearly 5000 
enrds announcing our yeervook, distributed 400 bulletins, and necrly 3500 
yearbooks. 


The Association's income so far tiiis year is well over £3000, as 
compared to : 2000 l:.st your, £1000 in 1918, and (300 in 1917. The yesrbook 
scles for the month of October totcled £136. whereas the cntirc mnnucl 
sc.lcs for 1917 amounted to only £10.35. There is = strong probsbility that 
we shall close the year with some $5500. in the treasury.
